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2d SFS cracks down on Barksdale drivers

The 2d Security Forces Squadron is
toughening up against driving violators
due to a rise of drunk driving incidents
on base and careless driving habits in
construction zones.

“While Team Barksdale is to be com-
mended for the drop in DUIs during
2004 in comparison to 2003, we have
seen a spike in DUISs in the first quarter
of 2005,” said Col. Eldon Woodie, 2d
Bomb Wing vice commander.

Tech. Sgt. Jason Russell, 2d SFS po-
lice services superintendent, said
they’re keeping Barksdale streets safe
by sending more patrols out to high traf-
fic areas to combat these problems.

“Putting more patrol cars on the
street is a way to apprehend people driv-
ing under the influence,” he said.
“However, a large percentage of drunk
drivers are stopped at the gate, as the
guards are able to interact with drivers
and detect the scent of alcohol on a dri-
ver’s breath.”

Lt. Col. Bruce Way, 2d BW Safety
chief, said one of the reasons why DUIs
occur is because drivers use poor risk
management skills before and after
drinking and decide erringly they are
still fit to drive. He said another reason
why many people drink and drive is be-
cause their friends do not stop them.
Potential drunk drivers and those who let
them drive should remember the potential
outcome.

“Driving under the influence of drugs
or alcohol is not only dangerous to the in-
dividual behind the wheel, but also to his
or her passengers, people in other vehi-
cles, and innocent pedestrians — the
scope of potential damage is huge,”
Colonel Way said. “Drugs and alcohol
slow down reaction time, affect hand-eye

coordination and impair judgment.”

“If you are planning on drinking and
you don’t plan for a designated driver, you
are planning on driving under the influ-
ence,” Colonel Woodie said. “There is no
excuse and convicted violators will face
severe consequences.”

Being issued a citation for driving under
the influence automatically strips the of-
fender of driving privileges on base for a
year and could lead to further punishment.

Security forces patrols can also be seen

near a new traffic hotspot on Barksdale,
the Lindbergh Road construction site.

“Drivers should be careful driving in the
construction zones, especially paying at-
tention to speed limits,” Sergeant Russell
said. “We’re issuing two to three tickets
daily in these construction zones. These
mostly happen because people aren’t pay-
ing attention.

“Drivers should also be careful about
the cones and their significance on the
road,” the sergeant said. “In a lot of con-

struction areas, cones mark the separation
of lanes; however, at the Lindbergh site,
the cones also mark off large drop-offs that
can cause severe damage to a car. Several
cars have been damaged by driving off the
side of the road since construction began.”

“Drivers need to be patient with con-
struction on base to get the benefit of safer
roads in the future,” Colonel Way said.
“Allow a few extra minutes for driving
time, be alert for workers and vehicles and
keep the speed down.”

Wing greets new EEO counselor

The 2d Bomb Wing recently wel-
comed a new chief equal employment
opportunity counselor.

Mrs. Brenda McClinton started work-
ing in her new position in mid-January,
and began ensuring Barksdale is a dis-
crimination-free workplace. The scope of
the chief equal employment opportunity
counselor is to ensure civilian employees
at the base are not discriminated against
in any form.

“Once a claim has been made, my job
is to conduct an inquiry and find out if
the complainant’s allegations have any
merit,” she said. “I’m not here to deter-
mine whether or not the person has been
discriminated against, but to find out
whether or not there could be a reason
why there would be discrimination.”

If a member of the Barksdale civilian
workforce has a complaint that cannot be
resolved in the workplace, Mrs.
McClinton may be able to help.

“Normally, if someone comes into our
office with a problem, we ask them if
they have tried to resolve the issue with
their supervisor, or someone within their
unit,” she said. “Usually, because that
person is closer to the problem, they can
try to resolve those issues. But they can
bypass those preliminary steps and come
directly to speak with me about the prob-
lem. They can remain anonymous at the
beginning of the process, if they feel like

there will be any reprisal.”

Col. Eldon Woodie, 2d BW vice com-
mander, sees Mrs. McClinton’s job as a
valuable asset that can only strengthen
the wing.

“The 2d BW leadership vector de-
mands that we work together to build
trust and an unbeatable team,” Colonel
Woodie said. “Trust comes only from an
environment where every member of the
team is treated fairly. Equal Employment
Opportunity for our remarkable civilian
workforce is a key ingredient in keeping
our work climate ‘second to none.””

Mrs. McClinton said she was lucky to
start this job at a base where discrimina-
tion is low.

“I think the problems at Barksdale as a
whole are very low, compared to other
bases,” she said. “We don’t really have
that many complaints.”

She said her biggest challenge will be
adapting to a job with a civilian perspec-
tive because of the employment laws
dealing with civilians.

Though it is her first time in this posi-
tion, Mrs. McClinton is no stranger to the
Air Force or to Barksdale. She retired as
a technical sergeant several years ago
while working for the wing’s manpower
office.

“I’'m happy to be back at the 2d Bomb
Wing, and working close with the wing
manpower office again,” she said.

Caring for patients faster
2d DS changes way they do business

The 2d Dental Squadron has changed
the way it sees active duty patients in an
effort to raise the amount of people who
are “dentally fit to fight.”

Barksdale Airmen usually make two
trips a year to the dental squadron: one for
a cleaning and another for an annual ex-
am. The squadron has streamlined this
process by ensuring Airmen receive both
a cleaning and a periodic dental exam in
one visit.

This is the second time that Col.
Terence Kinyon, 2d DS commander, has
changed a dental squadron over to the
process. He said his first squadron’s
change produced strong results for that
base and he is eager to see how things
change here.

“When people come here, and they
work out on the flightline or over at the
2d Munitions Squadron, by the time they
leave their unit, get here early, are seen,
have a cleaning or exam and make it back
to their office, their appointment turns out
to take at least two hours,” the colonel
said.

The colonel intends now to make those
two hours count. He realizes that if every
Airman on base makes two two-hour vis-
its to the squadron, the 2d DS would be
charged with doing 12 years of man hours
in one year. Ensuring that Airmen get a

cleaning and an exam in one visit halves
that workload. The colonel said cutting
the workload in half is essential as the Air
Force is raising the required number of
Level 1 rated Airmen, meaning they have
been examined and require no dental
work for a year.

The changes will help the 2d DS meet
the current limit of 50 percent of all base
members rated at Level 1. In 2008, that
limit will rise to 65 percent.

Commanders from other squadrons are
also interested in the success of Colonel
Kinyon’s plans. Lt. Col. Edward Kramer,
2d Aircraft Maintenance Squadron com-
mander, is looking forward to seeing 2d
AMXS Airmen making less trips to the
dentist and less work interruption.

“This should greatly reduce scheduling
time, travel time and missed appoint-
ments,” Colonel Kramer said. “Any ini-
tiative that eliminates unnecessary ap-
pointments and saves time can only be
viewed as productive. We’re grateful to
Colonel Kinyon and the 2d DS for this
initiative and are looking forward to the
results.”

Colonel Kinyon said Airmen can help
the program run even more smoothly if
they can make sure they do a couple of
things. First, people with appointments
should arrive at the office 15 minutes ear-
ly and if a member has to miss an ap-
pointment, they should notify the dental
squadron office as soon as possible.
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RBTI touches base

LANGLEY AIR FORCE BASE, Va. — The U.S. Air Force
will prepare a supplement to the Realistic Bomber Training
Initiative Final Environmental Impact Statement as directed by the
Oct. 12, 2004, decision of the U.S. Court of Appeals for the Fifth
Circuit.

The decision will affect a training route used by Barksdale B-
52’s and B-1’s from Dyess Air Force Base, Texas.

The supplement will address the effects of wake vortices on
ground structures associated with RBTI aircraft training. It will al-
so address the effects of RBTI on civil and commercial aviation as
specified in the court’s ruling.

“The area we use helps us train in the most realistic training sce-
nario possible,” said Mr. Charles Dobson, 2d Operations Support
Squadron, chief of airspace and range management.

“People living in the area are concerned about disruption on the
people, the environment that they live in and a possible effect on
their local economy,” Mr. Dobson said.

The draft supplement is scheduled to be released this spring.
Two public hearings will be held in the West Texas area. Dates, lo-
cations and times for the public hearings as well as for the release
of the supplement will be announced as they become available.

“This will not affect any training for our aircrews,” Mr. Dobson
said. “The court said we are cleared to continue using the path for
our training.”

General Jumper testifies
on 2006 posture, budget

Air Force Chief of Staff Gen. John Jumper testified Feb. 10 be-
fore the Senate Committee on Armed Services on the defense au-
thorization request for fiscal year 2006.

The four service chiefs provided posture statements and an-
swered questions about how each branch developed their portion of
next year’s budget.

General Jumper’s opening remarks described how the Air Force
is fighting and winning the war on terrorism.

He said more than 30,000 Airmen are deployed to 14 forward
bases in operations Iraqi Freedom and Enduring Freedom, while
10,000 more continue supporting Operation Noble Eagle at home.
Guard and Reserve Airmen are flying 55 percent of the sorties over-
seas and 80 percent of the Noble Eagle sorties over the United
States.

With an eye on the future, General Jumper said, the Air Force
will continue to purchase as many unmanned aerial vehicles as con-
tractors can produce and looks to the F/A-22 Raptor to guard
against enemies who contest airspace around the world.

During questioning, Sen. Saxby Chambliss asked General
Jumper about the Air Force’s ability to maintain air superiority in
the future.

“In every conflict over the last several decades, we’ve been able
to maintain air superiority and dominance,” Senator Chambliss
said.

“Is there any other weapon system out there today that can pro-
vide the capability to prevent that from happening other than the F-
22.” he asked.

“No sir, there is not,” General Jumper replied.

But the Air Force future is not just F/A-22. The senate commit-
tee requested further discussion on continuing J-model C-130
Hercules production rather than scrapping the upgrade program and
suffering contract cancellation costs.

More hearings are expected as the budget process continues.

President George Bush delivered his defense budget request for
$419.3 billion to Congress on Feb. 7. The proposed $102.9 billion
Air Force budget represents a real growth of about $4 billion over
the fiscal 2005 budget of $96 billion after adjustment for inflation
and rising fuel costs.

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It’s a challenge to ensure the
largest bomb wing in the Air
Force is secure but members of
the 2d Security Forces
Squadron’s Operations Flight
rise to the challenge daily.

The most visible flight in the
squadron, the operations flight
is sectioned into avenger, bull-
dog, cobra and delta flights and
includes the weapons storage
area, flightline and law enforce-
ment desk.

The men and women of delta
flight account for 100 to 140 of
the more than 600-person
squadron. Although each flight
within the 2d SFS Operations
Flight has the same mission,
Capt. Troy Austin, operations
flight commander, said delta
flight is an important part of the
overall fabric holding operations
together.

“The team as a whole allows
us to rise to our commander’s
expectation of ‘Bayou Warriors
— Anytime ... Anywhere,”” he
said. “Our mission is to provide
security, force protection and
law enforcement on Barksdale
24/7/365. By us doing so, all
Airmen can ensure their part of
the mission is accomplished in a
safe and secure environment.”

Members of delta flight do
their part in protecting and de-
fending Barksdale’s military as-
sets and people.

A typical week for Staff Sgt.

Jeffrey Yargus, a desk sergeant
and patrolman, includes pa-
trolling Barksdale’s streets, re-
sponding to traffic accidents and
shoplifting incidents, performing
building checks and traffic en-
forcement. He gets 75 to 80 calls
a day when on duty as a desk
sergeant, responds to about 50
alarms a day to access and se-
cure alarms at various facilities
on base as well as writes three or
four traffic violation tickets a
day as a patrolman and com-
pletes required paperwork, such
as the daily blotter and all inci-
dent reports.

“I enjoy being a cop and en-
forcing all of Barksdale’s laws,”
Yargus said, who graduated from
technical school and came to
Barksdale in December 1999. “I
enjoy every aspect of being a
cop. It’s all I ever want to do.
It’s a passion for me.”

Airman 1st Class John
Szewczyk, an installation entry
control journeyman, said he en-
joys being the first person peo-
ple see when they pass through
Barksdale’s gates.

“I know I may be the first
military person some people
have ever encountered face-to-
face and a professional image
and my attitude when I greet
them will reflect on their experi-
ence of the base,” he said.

Of all operations sections, the
LE desk may be one of the
smallest work areas — measuring
approximately 6-feet-by-8-feet
of work space — and probably

the busiest. The phone rings 24
hours a day, non-stop, according
to Senior Airman James Stone, a
desk sergeant who has been at
Barksdale since graduating tech
school four and a half years ago.

“We take several hundred
calls in an eight-hour shift,” he
said of the two-person team re-
quired to handle the workload.
“Everything that happens on
base goes through us before it
goes anywhere else.”

Calls to the LE desk include
emergency 911, crime stop, au-
thentication and access of alarms
to numerous buildings on base,
any accidents and just about any
other call imaginable. They’re
also in charge of blotter entries
and inmates on the weekends
and down days, which vary from
two to six people at any given
time.

Of all sections of security

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Chaplain saves lives

A Barksdale chaplain was recognized for his heroics by the
Secretary of the Interior during a Feb. 2 award ceremony in
Washington, D.C.

Chaplain (Maj.) Kevin Dowling, 2d Bomb Wing catholic
chaplain, along with his brother, John and a fellow priest received
a citizen’s award for bravery for their actions during an incident
at Glacier National Park in Montana during August 2002.

“We were hiking in the park and I was lagging behind,”
Chaplain Dowling said. “Just as I caught up we heard the scream.
We were in the right place, at the right time. If my brother and
friend hadn’t stopped to wait for me, we probably wouldn’t have
been there when all of this happened.”

The chaplain recalled that a boy had been playing when he fell
into the water. Then his father, without thinking about it, jumped
in to rescue his boy — only he forgot his 1-year-old daughter was
strapped to his back.

“When the mother screamed, it caught our attention and we
jumped in without hesitating,” Chaplain Dowling said. “We
formed a human chain and pulled the boy and his father to safe-

Chaplain Dowling described the creek as 15 feet wide and not
very deep but the water was moving fast and the boy fell in about
12 feet from the edge of the falls.

“The water was only about three or four feet deep but the bot-
tom was granite, which is slippery to start with and it was cov-
ered in slimy moss. To top it off, the water was moving fast,”
Chaplain Dowling said. “The boy would have more than likely
died and one can just imagine if the father had gone over with his
daughter onboard.”

Major Dowling said everyone working together prevented the
near tragedy.

“On our award, it cited that 51 people have died in water-relat-
ed accidents in Glacier National Park since 1921 and they are the
leading cause of death there,” the chaplain said.

“In my life, I’'ve been saved from drowning twice so this was
a turnaround,” Chaplain Dowling said.

Chaplain (Col.) Marion Harned, 2d BW head chaplain, said
Chaplain Dowling is a man of gracious character and heart and
was pleased when he heard of Chaplain Dowling’s award.

“This award speaks well of the kind of person Father Dowling
is,” Chaplain Harned said.

“Heroes are ordinary people that find themselves doing ex-
traordinary things in certain situations,” Chaplain Harned said.
“Father Dowling is a hero.”
